A DRIVER’S “split-second 
decision” caused a head-on 
collision which killed a teen¬ 
ager, a court heard. 

Adrian Fry, of Briars End 
Way, Witchford, denies caus¬ 
ing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing after a fatal crash at Hill 
Row Causeway on the A1123 
near Haddenham on January 
22 last year. He admits death 
by careless driving.

The crash resulted in the 
death of motorcyclist Karl 
Langley, from Sutton, who 
had been to visit friends at 
Willow Hall Farm. 

The 19-year-old had rid¬ 
den just 277 metres from the 
farm when he collided head- 
on with a Ford Focus which 
was on his side of the road. 

Opening the trial at Cam¬ 


bridge Crown Court on Tues¬ 
day, Caroline Allison, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “At 6.50pm Karl 
Langley was involved in a 
crash on an unlit stretch of 
the westbound carriageway 
of the A1223. 

“Paramedics attended but 
unfortunately he died at the 
scene. A police officer spoke 
to the defendant, who con¬ 
firmed he was the driver of 
the car involved but was ada

Winds caused 
aircraft crash 


A PILOT left injured after he 
crash-landed a microlight 
near Ely has blamed freak 
gusts of wind for the acci¬ 
dent. 

The crash happened at 
Sutton Meadows Airfield 
on the afternoon of June 19 
this year as the 2016-built 
Quik microlight attempted 
to land. 

A newly-published Air Ac¬ 
cidents Investigation Branch 
(AAIB) report into the crash 
says the 44-year-old pilot, 
who had 188 hours flying 
experience, had returned to 
the airfield after a 30 minute

flight. 

The report said: “The pilot 
stated that the approach was 
uneventful and there was 
no indication of any strong 
thermals. 

“However, as he started 
to flare the aircraft for land¬ 
ing, there was a strong gust 
of wind that lifted the right 
wing and pushed the aircraft 
sharply to the left of the run¬ 
way.” 

The report said: “As the 


pilot attempted to level the 
wings and commence a go- 
around, a second gust of 
wind from the right resulted 
in the left wingtip making 
contact with the ground. 

“The pilot lost control of 
the aircraft which came to 
rest adjacent to the runway.” 

The pilot injured the liga¬ 
ment in his right shoulder 
and the aircraft was “severe¬ 
ly” damaged, the report said. 

The AAIB investigates civil 
aircraft accidents and seri¬ 
ous incidents within the UK, 
its overseas territories and 
crown dependencies.

-mant the motorcyclist was on the wrong side 
of the road.” 

A vehicle examiner concluded there were no 
defects to either vehicle involved and that the 
motorcycle’s headlights would have been on at 
the time of the crash. 

Further evidence showed Mr Langley would 
have been driving at no more than 49mph. 

On April 1 the defendant told police he ap¬ 
proached the corner of the bend when he saw a 
light coming towards him but didn’t know what 
it was. 

He said the light was on the wrong side of the 
road and coming towards him quite fast - and 
he made a “split second decision” and decided 
to avoid the vehicle. He performed a right turn 
into the opposite carriageway and the impact 
took place. 

Fry 51, told police the bike was travelling at 
70mph and he didn’t have time to avoid the ac¬ 
cident. 

Miss Allison said the Crown did not accept 
Fry’s guilty plea of careless driving, because had 
Mr Langley been in the wrong lane he would 
have had to move into the correct lane before 
the crash. 

She said Mr Langley had a very short space 
of time to do this and if he did, the movement 
of the headlights would have been seen by Fry. 

Michael Bromley-Martin, defending, told 
jurors that the bend in the road was “reason¬ 
ably gentle” at a 30 degree angle in open flat 
countryside. He added: “The prosecution say 
my client cut the corner like a formula one 
racing driver - but we say he misperceived 
the position of the motorbike and swerved 
to avoid it - and we say that was careless, not 
dangerous.” 

The trial continues. 


EMERGENCY 

Family lucky 
to escape fire 


AN Ely family had a lucky es¬ 
cape after a fire broke out in 
their kitchen while they were 
sleeping. 

The blaze happened at a 
property on Orchard Estate 
at around 6.35am on Mon¬ 
day, and started after a fault 
developed in the family’s 
bread maker. 

Fire crews from Littleport 
and Chatteris were called to 
the scene. 

A fire service spokesman 
said: “Firefighters arrived to 
find a fire in the kitchen of a 
house. 

“Wearing breathing ap¬ 
paratus they extinguished 
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the fire using a hose reel and 
cleared the smoke using a 
positive pressure ventilation 
fan.” 

Watch Commander Clive 
Allen, the officer in charge at 
the scene, said: “The fire was 
caused by a bread maker that 
had developed a fault during 
the night. 

“The family had a lucky 
escape as this fire could have 
developed very quickly. 

“However by ensuring their 
smoke alarms were working 


and going through a well- 
planned bedtime routine of 
closing doors, they helped 
contain the fire and keep the 
damage to a minimum.” 

Mr Allen added: “It is not 
always advisable to leave 
electrical appliances running 
throughout the night as there 
is a risk they could malfunc¬ 
tion and cause a fire. 

“In this case, the occu¬ 
pants had working smoke 
alarms that alerted them to 
the fire and they were able to 
evacuate the property safely 
and call 999.” 

The cause of the fire was 
confirmed as accidental.

Jealous man is 
jailed for attack 


A “JEALOUS and possessive” 
man has been jailed after at¬ 
tacking his ex-partner’s boy¬ 
friend before following the 
pair in a car chase through 
Soham and throwing glass 
bottles at their vehicle. 

Dale Barker, 21, of no 
fixed address, stood ac¬ 
cused at Cambridge Crown 
Court of possessing an of¬ 
fensive weapon in a public 
place, battery, two counts of 
damaging property and two 
counts of breaching a re¬ 
straining order. 

Barker denied the accusa¬ 
tions but a jury found him 
guilty of battery, criminal 
damage and two breaches of 
a restraining order imposed 
in October last year. 

Barker was sentenced on 
Friday, when he was sent to 
prison for 18 months. 

Mark Hunsley, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Barker turned up 
in Fulbourn at 11am on De¬ 
cember 13, 2015, where he 
saw his ex-partner getting 
into a van with her then boy¬ 
friend.

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Barker punched the other 
man in the head three times. 

He was alleged to have also 
chased the man holding a 
knife, but the jury found him 
not guilty of possessing the 
weapon. His victim fled over 
a neighbouring fence. 

Mr Hunsley said Barker’s 
ex-partner calmed him down 
and told him to leave. 

The second incident took 
place just hours later at 5pm. 

Barker’s ex-girlfriend and 
her partner were driving 
through Soham when they 
saw Barker in another car. 

There was a car chase 
through Soham during 
which Barker threw items at 
the van including glass bot¬ 
tles. 

“Eventually the pair spot¬ 
ted a police car and pulled 
behind it for safety.” 

The court heard Barker 
had nine previous convic¬ 


tions for 21 offences, includ¬ 
ing robbery with an imita¬ 
tion firearm in 2013, battery, 
theft and driving matters. 

Barker had also committed 
affray during his time on bail 
for the trial offences, by at¬ 
tacking three men at the Bell 
pub in Balsham on February 
5 this year. 

Mitigating, James Earle 
said the trial offences took 
place after a relationship 
breakdown. 

Mr Earle said Barker recog¬ 
nised he had anger problems 
and had signed up to an alco¬ 
hol awareness programme. 

Sentencing Barker, Re¬ 
corder Lowe said immediate 
custody was warranted. 

He said: “You had feelings 
of jealously and possessive¬ 
ness towards your ex-part¬ 
ner. 

“A red mist descended and 
you perhaps stumbled across 
the complainants in the first 
incident of the day, but then 
deliberately set out to find 
them later on. Your convic¬ 
tions show a violent history.”

Crackdown on 
city A-boards 


A-BOARDS are cluttering 
certain streets in Ely - and 
making them hazardous for 
people who are blind or par¬ 
tially sighted. 

That’s the message from 
the Ely Access Group, which 
is working with local coun¬ 
cillors in a bid to make city 
centre shopkeepers and 
business owners more re¬ 
sponsible with their A- 
boards. 

The group says the worst 
affected areas are High 
Street, Market Street, Market 
Place and Forehill, and that 
it will be visiting shopkeep¬ 
ers over the coming weeks to 
offer guidance and advice. 

It is not just blind or par¬ 
tially-sighted residents who 
are affected by A-boards 
- people who use mobility 
aids or have buggies are too. 

Ely city councillor Alison 
Arnold is involved with the 
campaign. She said: “The Ely 
Access Group approached 
me and asked if I could help 
them. 

“A meeting took place be¬ 
tween the group, the City of 
Ely Council, Cambridgeshire 
County Council, East Cam- 
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bridgeshire District Council 
and the Ely City Centre Fo¬ 
rum. 

“The meeting was held to 
try and understand the dif¬ 
ferent aspects, to discuss the 
issues and to see if there was 
or could be a way forward to 
resolve the issues regarding 
the placement of A-boards 
in Ely. 

“On a recent count, there 
were 67 A-boards placed on 
pavements in Ely city centre, 
with 12 retailers displaying 
goods where people walk. 

“When the space avail¬ 
able for pedestrians nar¬ 
rows, flow is restricted, 
which causes congestion. 
Pavement clutter especially 
imposes difficulty for blind 
and partially-sighted people, 
putting them at a disadvan¬ 
tage in manoeuvring around 
our streets. 

“Out of around 139 busi¬ 
nesses, 86 of them use the 
pavement to advertise wares 
for sale in one form or an¬ 
other. 


“The access group are 
firstly going to visit retail 
businesses in Ely over the 
next few weeks. This is to 
raise awareness about the 
impact and implications of 
ill-placed A-boards on pave¬ 
ments. 

“Fenprobe and the Isle 
of Ely Society for The Blind 
are just two of many groups 
that are local in understand¬ 
ing the impact of clutter our 
pavements have.” 

Under the Highways Act 
1980, it is a criminal offence 
to wilfully obstruct free pas¬ 
sage along the highway, 
including pavements, and 
to deposit anything which 
causes an interruption to, or 
obstruction of, the highway. 

Recent research carried 
out by the sight loss support 
charity, the RNIB, showed 
that almost half of all blind 
and partially sighted people 
had collided with an adver¬ 
tisement board in the last 
three months.

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Food concerns 
are global 

WHEN it comes to world food, 
there's big and there's global. The 
United Nations estimates that food 
supply needs to increase by 70-100 
per cent by 2050. 

To achieve this without factory 
farming we need a common sense 
approach based on three principles: 
putting people first, reducing food 
waste and farming as if tomorrow 
matters. I would add that putting 
people first must include rearing 
animals in a much more humane way 
than that achieved on factory farms. 

A third of the world's cereal 
harvest is fed to farm animals. Whole 
swathes of the Amazon rainforest 
are being cut down for just that 
purpose. Industrial animal rearing 
has thrown farm animals directly into 
competition with people for food. For 
every six kilograms of plant protein 
such as cereals fed to livestock, only 
one kilogram of animal protein on 
average is given back in the form of 
meat. Food from beef, lamb and milk 
should be produced by grazing on 
mixed, rotational farms. The world 
needs to end the wasteful practice of 
feeding grain to confined cattle for 
intensively reared beef or milk. 

Overconsumption of meat in 
developed countries needs serious 
consideration for our own good. 
Rejecting copious junk food in favour 
of high quality meat will benefit us 
and the planet. 

Likewise for fish, up to a third of 
the fish landed in the world is not 
directly consumed by people. It is 
used mostly as feed for farmed fish 
and other livestock. Over fishing 
and throwing back dead or dying 
fish is now well documented. The 
plundering of seas to feed confined 
farmed animals is less well known. 
Ending this practice would take some 
pressure off our over-exploited seas.

Transgender 
facts horrifying 

IN response to Barry Colling's 
statement (September 15) that "a 
perceived incorrect gender is not 
life threatening" and therefore NHS 
treatment for this "should not be 
free", I would just like to remind 
Barry that 35% of transgender people 
in the UK have attempted suicide at 
least once and a staggering 84% have 
considered doing so, while 48% of all 
young (under 26) transgender people 
in the UK have attempted suicide at 
least once, and 59% have considered 
doing so. (See Pace 2014 Survey in 
partnership with Brunei University, 
the University of Worcester, and 
London South Bank University, and 
Trans Mental Health TMH 2012 
Survey.) 

I would also like to encourage him 
to look up the horrifying statistics 
for the murder of trans* people in 
the UK and around the world and 
reconsider his claim that gender 
dysphoria etc issues are not life 
threatening. 

The comparison of NHS treatment

PM quizzed on 
future of MIUs 


MP Lucy Frazer has raised 
concerns about the future of 
Ely’s minor injury unit with 
the Prime Minister. 

The South East Cambs MP 
raised the issues facing the 
minor injury unit (MIU) at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital - 
and the MIUs at Doddington 
and Wisbech hospitals - with 
Theresa May during Prime 
Minister’s Questions. 

Ms Frazer says she not only 
raised the fact that thou¬ 
sands of people have signed 
petitions in a bid to keep the 
units open, but that the NHS’ 
own documentation recog¬ 
nises that local care is the fu¬ 
ture for patients. 

Ms Frazer said: “I am very 
pleased that I was able to raise 
this important issue with the 
Prime Minister during Prime 
Minister’s Questions. 

“The Prime Minister agreed 
that the Five Year Forward 
View does include that pro¬ 
posal for more local input in 
terms of care at a local level, 
and stated that it is abso¬ 
lutely right that local people

should be considered and 
local concerns taken into ac¬ 
count when looking at the fu¬ 
ture of minor injury units. 

“The Prime Minister also 
indicated she was aware of 
the scheduled public meeting 
in Ely later this month.” 

It was in July that a report 
written by the Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Peterborough Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) 
was leaked by a whistleblow¬ 
er to North East Cambs MP 
Steve Barclay saying that all 
three MIUs are at risk of clos¬ 
ing. 

The CCG insists it is looking 
at “a number of options” and 
that no decision to close any 
of the units has been made, 
but the report has sparked 
concern across the region. 

As reported last week, Mr 
Barclay wants to see the MIUs 
transformed into either rapid 
access centres or urgent care 
centres. 


He said: “My vision, which 
I have put forward as a con¬ 
structive solution to address 
the CCG’s efficiency con¬ 
cerns, is to make Dodding¬ 
ton, Wisbech and Ely rapid 
access centres or urgent care 
centres, where people can 
retain the ‘walk in’ for minor 
injury treatment, whilst also 
making better use of these 
sites to bring together other 
services in a way that is more 
convenient for the patient. 

“This may include one or 
two GP surgeries who are 
constrained by their existing 
sites considering re-locating 
to the Ely, Doddington or 
Wisbech sites.” 

A public meeting regarding 
the MIUs is planned for Tues¬ 
day, September 27 at Ely’s 
Maltings at 6.30pm.

Glowing report 
for GP surgery 


STAPLOE Medical Centre 
in Soham has been rated 
as good with outstanding 
features by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC).

“Improvements were 
made to the quality of care 
as a result of complaints and 
concerns. Staff assessed pa¬ 
tients’ needs and delivered 
care in line with current evi¬ 
dence based guidance. 

“Staff had been trained to 
provide them with the skills 
and experience to deliver ef¬ 
fective care and treatment.” 

They added: “Patients said 
they were treated with com¬ 
passion, dignity and respect 
and they were involved in 
their care and decisions 
about their treatment. 

“Patients said they found 
it easy to make an appoint¬ 
ment with a GP and there 
was continuity of care, with 
urgent appointments avail¬ 
able the same day.” 

Inspectors described 
the practice’s facilities as 
“good” and said it was “well 


equipped to treat patients 
and meet their needs”. 

They added: “There was 
a clear leadership structure 
and staff felt supported by 
management. 

“The practice proactively 
sought feedback from staff 
and patients, which it acted 
on. The provider was aware 
of and complied with the 
requirements of the duty of 
candour.” 

The practice’s GP team or 
‘squadron system’ - which 
sees GPs grouped into per¬ 
manent ‘squadrons’ to 
maximise continuity during 
annual or sick leave - was 
hailed as ‘outstanding’, as 
was the fact the practice re¬ 
search team had been rec¬ 
ognised as an ‘exemplary 
medical research team in 
primary care’ by the Na¬ 
tional Institute for Health 
Research.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

D Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

D Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move.

BRIDGET JONES'S BABY (15)

A S creative pregnan¬ 
cies go, Bridget 
Jones's Baby has 
taken longer than 
most to come 
full-term. 

It's been 12 years since 
Renee Zellweger adopted a 
near-flawless English accent to 
portray the hapless singleton 
in Bridget Jones: The Edge Of 
Reason. 

In the interim, writer Helen 
Fielding has delivered a third 
novel, Bridget Jones: Mad 
About The Boy, but it's her 
series of newspaper columns 
from more than a decade ago 
that fertilizes this haphazard, 
yet joyful stumble into 
motherhood. 

The third film throws a 
warm and frequently hilarious 
baby shower for characters 
we've grown to love and 
proves that Bridget may have 
(finally) dieted down to her 
target dress size, but she's no 
closer to achieving her Happy 
Ever After. 

Director Sharon Maguire, 
who helmed Bridget Jones's 
Diary, and her ducky trio of 
screenwriters, which includes 
co-star Emma Thompson, are 
in a celebratory mood. They 
bookmark the heroine's trials 
and vacillations with nostalgic 
flashbacks to earlier films 
reminding us of Bridget's 
infuriating obsessions and her 


fitful romantic dalliances with 
paramours Colin Firth and 
Hugh Grant. 

"I'm trying not to think I'm 
past my sexual sell-by date," 
laments Bridget, as she 
careens at high speed towards 
her 43rd birthday. 

She works as a producer at 
Hard News alongside old boss 
Richard Finch (Neil Pearson) 
and newscaster pal Miranda 
(Sarah Solemani), who 


suggests a hedonistic girls- 
only weekend at a music 
festival. A late-night blunder 
into the wrong yurt leads to a 
spontaneous coupling with a 
handsome American love guru 
Jack Quant (Patrick Dempsey). 

A few days later, Bridget is 
powerless to resist the charms 
of old flame Mark Darcy (Firth), 
who is separating from his wife. 

A pregnancy test at work 
confirms that Bridget is about 


to gain weight. If only she 
knew who was the father... 

Zellweger slips back into the 
title role with ease, oozing 
lovability, fragility and regret 
as she wonders how to broach 
the subject of paternity with 
her two suitors. 

Dempsey and Firth are 
attractive rivals for our heroine's 
affections and the script leaves . 
us as uncertain as Bridget as to 
who she will end up with.

NEW ZEAEAND filmmaker Taika Waititi latest 
offering is an uproarious adaptation of Barry 
Crump's coming-of-age novel, Wild Pork And 
Watercress. 

Thirteen-year-old tearaway Ricky (Julian 
Dennison) is labelled "a bad 
egg” by deranged social 
services worker Paula 
(Rachel House), after a 
string of petty offences. 

Paula and her police 
officer sidekick Andy (Oscar 
Kightley) place Ricky with 
ducky farm wife Bella (Rima 
Te Wiata) and her grumpy 
husband Hector (Sam Neill).

1963 to a rapturous response. 

Fans of the band will have a similarly euphoric 
reaction to this largely chronological account of 
The Beatles' live performances by Ron Howard, 
from the glory days of The Cavern Club in 1962 
Liverpool to the rooftop of Apple Corps in 1969 
London. 

This lovingly restored and remastered footage of 
the group at the height of their powers is a treat.

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AM Lusis has charmed the local food scene with her family-recipe piragi: 
Latvia’s answer to the Cornish pasty, they’re light-as-a-feather pillows of 
dough, plump with tasty fillings. Alice Ryan calls into her Offord Cluny 
kitchen for coffee. And piragi, of course. 
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E VERYONE who knows AN Lusis 
is proud of her baking business. 

In less than two years, she's gone 
from scratch to constant sell-out; no 
mean achievement. But no one could 
be prouder than Arvids, her father-in- 
law. 

A Latvian who came to the UK in the 
wake of the war - sent to a displaced 
persons camp in Scotland, to work 
as a farm labourer - it was Arvids 
that first made piragi, his homeland's 
signature bake, for Ali. He gave her 
the handwritten recipe. And thus he 
sowed the seed for Ali's Baltic Bakes, 
her now-booming piragi business. 

"He's an amazing man; he's 92 
now," says Ali. "And he really couldn't 
be more proud. Every time I speak to 
him - he still lives up in Scotland - he 
wants to know how it's going, about 
any new fillings. . . He's very touched 
that I'm making a Latvian speciality; a 
family speciality. And he's so excited 
that it's a success!" 

From her first farmers' market - in 
St Ives, in the November of 2014 - 
Ali knew she was on to something: 
offering canape-size piragi as tasters, 
her stall was soon mobbed. "I sold 
out. Completely. That made me think 
'Hmm. This could really work'." 

Little half-moons of yeasted dough, 
enriched with egg yolks, butter and 
whole milk, piragi are usually filled 
with a spicy smoked bacon, onion and 
black pepper mix. While Ali makes 
the classic recipe, she's developed a 
whole menu of her own fillings too. 
Including smoked salmon, cream 
cheese and dill; mushroom, sour 
cream and dill; sauerkraut, smoked 
bacon and caraway; goat's cheese and 
caramelised onion; apricot, almond 
and brandy; raspberry and apple; 
rhubarb and orange, a thread of Baltic 
flavours runs through them all. 

"I can still remember the first time I 
ate piragi: I just thought they were the 
tastiest thing," remembers Ali. "Valdis, 
my husband, and I were at his parents' 
house and they'd made piragi as part 
of a tea, which is traditional. They 
were unlike anything I'd had before: 
the dough is so light, not at all greasy, 
and the filling was so full of flavour. 
That was 20 years ago, and I made my 
first batch not long after." 

Growing up in London, Ali was, 
she confesses, something of a slow 
starter in the kitchen. "My mum was a 
wonderful cake baker: our house was 
just round the corner from school, so 
all my friends used to stop off for a 
slice of coffee and walnut on their way 
home. But the only cooking my sister 
and I did was on a Friday night. Mum 
was a hairdresser and worked late on 
a Friday, so we'd reconstitute a packet 
curry - not great." 

It was on leaving home that Ali 
discovered a love of - and flair for - 
cooking. Armed with an M&S recipe 
book, which she owns and uses to this 
day, she hosted endless dinner parties 
in her first flat. "Chicken Kiev was 
often on the menu. That dates me, 
doesn't it?" 

Ali's background is in the corporate, 
rather than food and drink, world; the 
bulk of her working life has been spent 
as a PA and event organiser - the latter 
for massive motoring brands, such as 
Jaguar and Land Rover. Meeting Valdis 
at a conference at Gleneagles, Ali took 
a career break on having their son, 
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Julius, now 15. 

Cooking remained a hobby until two 
years ago when - having lost her parents 
in quick succession: their funerals were 
held within a month - the idea for Ali's 
Baltic Bakes came knocking. 

"It was time to do something for myself. 
I wanted to go back to work, but I didn't 
want to go back into an office. Because 
I love cooking, a food business seemed 
a natural choice. But I knew I had to do 
something different, something other 
people weren't doing. 

"Piragi aren't very well known in this 
country," Ali continues. "I love it when 
new customers walk up to the stall 
mouthing the signs to themselves, clearly 
thinking 'Whatever's this?'. Some 
people will say 'Oh, it's just 
a pasty' - which it's not: 
it's a bread, not a pastry, 
for a start. But others 
will be intrigued. And 
once they've tried

the piragi - well, 

I've never known 
anyone not to enjoy 
them. 

"That's the 
loveliest thing of 
all: when customers 
come back time and 
again. I had a woman 
buy 36 the other day. 

I asked her if she was 
planning a party, but she said

No, we just love them'. . ." 

As well as ticking the 'different' 
and 'delicious' boxes, piragi 
are, explains Ali, ideal 
for eating on the go. 
"They're neat and 
clean to hold, the 
filling doesn't all fall 
out when you bite 
into them - that's 
why the little ones 
are perfect as 
party canapes." 

Selling at St Ives 
Farmers' Market, 
festivals and food 
fairs, Ali is also part 
of Cambridge's two 
'shop local' ordering 
services: both allow 


customers to order from a host of on- 
the-doorstep, small-scale suppliers, then 
collect their whole shop at a designated 
and convenient time and place. 
Cambridge Food Assembly's collection 
point is in the centre of the city, at The 
Tram Depot, the pub on Dover Street, 
while the newly-launched Cambridge 
Food Collective has a hub on Clifton 
Road. 

Keeping up with demand can be a 
challenge. One unforgettable weekend 
saw Ali bake for both BuckFest, the 
Buckden music festival, and a wedding, 
which required 400 canapes: "I didn't 
sleep. At all. But I love what I'm doing, 
which helps." 

Piragi aren't speedy to make. Each 
batch of dough has, explains Ali, to be 
"nurtured": this is the epitome of food 
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made with love. After an initial proving, 
the dough is knocked back, kneaded 
gently and then split into small balls, 
which are each rolled out, loaded with 
filling and then folded in half. "That's 
where the wine glass comes in: I use it to 
seal and cut the edges, creating that nice 
smooth curve," adds Ali. "It's all very 
hi-tech." 

After a second proving, then baking for 
a precise 1 7 minutes, the piragi are good 
to go: incredibly easy-going, they can 
be eaten hot or cold and are happy to 
be frozen. Ali makes all the fillings from 
scratch, even curing her own salmon, 
and buys her ingredients as locally as 
possible: her flour comes from Stotfold 
Mill, just over the border in Bedfordshire; 
her goat's cheese comes from Hitchin's 
Wobbly Bottom Farm; her smoked bacon 
comes from Days of Buckden. 

With Valdis and her yoga classmates 
as (very willing) guinea pigs, Ali's always 
working on new variations: Christmas will 
bring a stollen-themed piragi, filled with 
marzipan and rum-soaked fruit. 

"When I started this, I knew I'd enjoy 
it - but I had no idea how much," says 
Ali. "I'm a city girl really, but I love getting 
to spend so much time outdoors: when 
you're doing a market, you're out of the 
house at 6am. I don't even mind when it's 
dark or cold, I just put my ear-muffs on! 

"I love meeting all the people, too. 

And, of course, I love making the piragi - 
they're such great little things."

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Testing times for the 
Land Rover Discovery 


M ORE images of the new 
Land Rover Discovery 
undergoing testing have 
been released prior to the world 
premiere of the fifth generation 
SUV at the Paris Motor Show, 
which runs from October 1 -16. 

The vehicle has undergone some 
28 months of trials in 20 countries 
across the globe, including 
endurance tests across the deserts 
of Dubai in temperatures of plus 
40 degrees Celsius and in sub-zero 
conditions in the north of Sweden. 

It has also been put through its 
paces at altitude in the Colorado 
mountains. 

Land Rover says it has built 294 
development vehicles to prove 
the new Discovery and carried 
out more than 35,000 individual 
component tests. 

The new model is the first Land 
Rover to undergo a full programme 
of virtual testing prior to the 
physical testing process, delivering 
robust quality and durability before 
any prototypes are built. 

Exact details of the latest 
Discovery are still being kept 
under wraps although Land Rover 
is already describing it as the 
"ultimate family SUV". 

During the development of 
the new seven-seat Disco the 
company's engineers were tasked 
with involving their children in the 
design process and take on board 
their demands. 

The youngsters also came up 
with the final camouflage design 
to keep the model's final design a 
secret. 

Alex Heslop, Land Rover's chief 
engineer for the new Discovery, 
said: "Being able to get the 
children involved in our final 
camouflage design brought a smile 
to all our faces. They don't always 
realise it, but these kids have 
played a major role in developing 
the New Discovery. 

"There is no better insight into 
the needs of the modern family 
than the first-hand experience we 
glean at home. That's why we have 
up to nine USB ports to charge 
everyone's devices, why we've 
got space to hide four iPads away 
securely and why every seat has 
been designed to be the best seat 
in the house." 

The new model, which will 
be revealed at the Paris show 
on September 29, also features 
a system that allows owners to 
configure their vehicle seating 
through the InControl Remote 
app on their smartphone from 
anywhere. 

Land Rover is claiming the 
so-called Intelligent Seat Fold 
Technology as a world-first and 
it enables the two rear rows of 
seats to be fully reconfigured 
in as little as 14 seconds via the 
app downloaded on any iOS or 
Android operating system.

VW ups! electro ante 



ALL-electric motoring is now 
available for little more than £20k 
with the arrival of the electrically- 
powered version of Volkswagen's 
up! city car. 

With its 82 PS electric motor the 
e-up! boasts a peak torque figure 
of 210 Nm, equating to a 0-62mph 
time of 12.4 seconds and a top 
speed of 80mph with a maximum 
range of around 93 miles between 
charges. 

Power is provided by a lithium- 
ion battery pack located within the 
car's floor mated to a single-speed 
gearbox. 

The battery weighs 230kg but, 
despite this, the e-up! still weighs 
less than its internal combustion- 
engined sibling, tipping the scales at 
1,139kg thanks to extensive weight¬ 
saving measures. 

The necessary variety of charging 
cables includes a fast charge 
connection which allows for up 
to 80 per cent of the battery's 
capacity to be replenished in just 30 
minutes. Meanwhile, a full charge 
from a standard household plug 
takes nine hours. Customers can 
urchase an optional wall box for 
ome garage use, which provides a 
3.6 kW supply and can recharge a 
battery in six hours. 

The e-up! comes with an 
extensive line-up of standard 


equipment including electronic air 
conditioning, cruise control, parking 
sensors plus auto activation for the 
wipers and headlights. 

Fresh styling features for the five- 
door electric version include beefier 
front bumpers which house LED 
running lights and a more angular 
back bumper which includes a 
prominent diffuser panel alongside 
a sharper tail light design. 

Like its conventionally-powered 
stablemate the e-up! features an 
innovative smartphone docking 


station which enables the driver's 
phone to be turned into the car's 
infotainment system. 

The smartphone can be used 
to select and play music, or as 
a navigation system. It can even 
display key systems data and tips 
from the Volkswagen Think Blue 
Trainer which coaches a driver in 
efficient driving techniques. 

The new e-up! is priced at 
£20,780 including the Government
